In  announcing,  in  Harrisburg,  a  Classical  Institute,  the  principals  are  sensi¬ 
ble  of  the  difficulties  inevitable  at  a  time  of  general  business  depression.  Con¬ 
vinced,  however,  that  the  enterprise  is,  even  now,  timely  and  important,  and  that 
Harrisburg  is  a  pre-eminently  tit  location,  they  accept  the  work  in  the  faith  that 
an  enlightened  public  will  give  it  substantial  recognition,  and  that,  in  due  time, 
broad  and  liberal  plans  may  be  successfully  adopted. 

For  immediate  use  temporary  accommodations  have  been  secured  at  No.  12 
Market  Square,  where  the  opening  term  will  commence  on  WEDNESDAY, 
the  30th  of  AUGUST,  1876. 

Boarding  Students,  not  provided  for  among  friends,  will  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  and  intimately  associated  with  the  Principals. 

An  aroused  American  sentiment,  and  what  is  most  sacred  in  our  National  in¬ 
heritance,  demands  for  the  youth  of  the  country  an  unmistakably  Christian  cul¬ 
ture.

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 


The  School  Year  is  forty  weeks  in  length,  beginning  the  last  of  August,  and 
closing  in  June.  It  is  divided  into  three  terms :  one  of  16  weeks,  and  two  of  12 
weeks  each  : 

Fall  Term  begins  August  30,  1876. 

Fall  Term  ends  December  20,  1876. 

Winter  Term  begins  January  3,  1877. 

Winter  Term  ends  March  28,  1877. 

Spring  Term  begins  April  4,  1877. 

Spring  Term  ends  June  22,  1877. 


EXPENSES. 


The  entire  charge,  per  school  year,  for  board,  tuition,  in  the  regular  courses, 
fuel,  lights  and  washing  (10  pieces),  will  be  §250,  Extra  washing  will  be  charged 
at  the  rate  of  5  cents  a  piece.  Day  scholars  will  be  charged  850  00  per  year.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 


As  promptness  and  regularity  are  necessary  to  success,  students  should  be 
present  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  regularly  present  at  each  reci¬ 
tation.  Xo  student  received  for  loss  than  a  term,  unless  by  special  arrangement, 
except  those  entering  in  the  middle  of  the  Term.  The  discipline  will  be  eminently 
Christian.  Every  student  must  be  polite,  orderly  and  studious.  Xo  disorderly 
student  will  be  tolerated.  A  daily  record  of  recitations  and  deportment  will  be 
kept,  and  reports  made  out  every  half  term  and  sent  to  parents.  Parents  are 
earnestly  requested  to  note  and  comment  upon  these  reports,  and  thus  add  incent¬ 
ive  to  the  studiousness  of  their  children.  Co-operation  upon  their  part  is  indis¬ 
pensable  to  succcass.  Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  each  term,  at  which 
there  will  be  present  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose.  All  students  must 
be  present  on  these  occasions,  unless  excused. 

Lectures  upon  Physiology,  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Antiquities  and  Literature 
will  be  delivered  during  the  year. 

The  presence  of  all  students  will  be  required  at  the  opening  religious  service 
of  each  day.  During  the  sessions  of  the  day  studies  may  be  prepared  by  resident 
students  in  the  recitation  hall  or  at  their  houses,  as  parents  may  desire.
